Rosert Carrer & Broruers have got out Volume V. of Dr. Sprague’s “An 
nals of the American Pulpit, containing communicative notices of distin 
guished clergymen of the Episcopal Church, in the United States.” Of this 
volume the author observes: “ It is by no means claimed for it that it con- 
tains notices of ail the prominent deceased clergymen of the Episcopal 
Church. Not a small number of worthy, and in their day highly honored, 
men have fallen into such deep obscurity from the lapse of years, that it has 
been found impossible, afier the most careful research, to construct any thing 
like a creditable memorial of their characters or usefuluess—ia respect to 
such, however, it is consolatory to reflect that tiure deals more leuiently with 
their influence than with their names; and that what they did for their gea- 
eration descends, in the furm of blessing, through numberless imperceptible 
ehanuels and combinations to all posterity. Nor is it ciained for this vol- 
ume, more than fur the preceding, that it embraces all the names worthy of 
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being perpetuated, concerning which the requisite biographical material 
might have been obtained. Even after a correspondence with many of the 
more age.l and influential clergymen in various parts of the United States, 
with a view to obtain the best list of subjects possible, | cannot flatter my- 
self that none have been overlooked, whose merits justly entitled them tog 
grateful and honorable notice. I ean only say that, with all the helps within 
my reach, I have made the best selection | could; and that, whatever differ. 
ent phases of opinion may exist in the Episcopal Church, no one has been 
intentionally slighted,—no one has been intentionally preferred,—my sole 
object having been to represent the Clergy of the whole Church with all 
impartiality and fidelity. Asa general rule, Ihave endeavored to secure 
the delineation of character, not only from some surviving friend who eould 
testify from aetual knowledge, but from some one whose theological and 
ecclesiastical sympathies were in harmony with those of the person com- 
memorated.
